been admitted distinctly by the SupremeCourt, 
so that in exercising it they gave just ground 
of complaint to nobody. In the passage of 
these prohibitory laws, Democrats have cordial- 
ly united with Whigs, and so far we have 
heard of no evil results from the new policy 
adopted. 

In two successive Legislatures of this State, 
Committees have twice reported in favor of the 
passage of similar laws; but the recommenda- 
tion has been utterly vetoed. The great ma- 
jority of our law-givers are most pitiably igno- 
rant of the rights and duties of Ohio under the 
Constitution of the United States, of the re'a- 
tions of the States to the General Government, 
and of the decisions of the Supreme Court.— 
They seem to cower continually under the 
overshadowing Fear of the Slaveholder. One 
would think it was a first Principle with them, 
that the General Government was constituted, 
not to secure the Blessings of Liberty, but to 
perpetuate the Curses of Slavery. 

Towards the close of the session of the late 
Legislature, the House took up the bill for the 
further protection of personal liberiy, the ques- 
tion being upon the recommendation of the 
Judiciary Committee, that it be indefinitely 
postponed. 

Mr. Shreve, alluding to the fact that the re- 
port of the Judiciary Committee had been made 
by Mr. Vallandigham, (a Democrat,) was not 
surprised at that; but he was surprised that the 
majority of the Committee, (Whigs,) should 
commit sucha bill to the tendcr care of the 
abettore of slaveholders. 

The bill, he said, simply proposed to prohibit 
under a suitable penalty, the magistrates and 
other civil officers holding their offices under 
the authority of the State of Ohio, from aiding 
by virtue of their said offices, “the slave-hunter 
in his robber efforts to arrest, and remand to 
the great prison house of slavery, the fugitive 
when overtaken on our professedly free soil;” 
and also “to forbid the use of our jails to the 
dealer in human flesh.” 

And that is proposing to do a great deal, Mr. 
Shreve. It is proposing to prohibit Ohio from 
wearing the livery of theslaveholder. It isan 
attempt to take the bread out of the mouths 
of not a few of our honorable magistrates and 
eonstables, who seem to be under the impres- 
sion that the people of Ohio elected them to 
office just to enact the part of staunch blood- 
hounds to the slave-hunter. Do you not see, 
Mr. Shreve, that this would be a gross interfer- 
ence with the compact of Union, a violation 
of the guaranties of the federal constitution, 
the blackest kind of bad faith to our Southern 
brethren? S arch and see—is it not written 
in the constitution that the right of one man to 
enslave another is inherent, indefeasible and 
not to be questioned; that the duty of every 
man whether in official station or not, to hunt 
down, seize and deliver over fugitives from 
slavery, is solemn, imperative and perpetual? 

Mr. Vallandigham, a champion of Demo- 
cracy, advocated strongly the indefinite post- 
ponement of the bill. He is a notable devotee 
to strict construction, and a foc unrelenting to 
that school which finds a warrant for every 
thing in implied powers; and so he thought it 
perfectly constitutional for Congress to legislate 
under a clause of the constitution which con- 
tains no grant or power either express or im- 
plied! He is also a pillar of the doctrine of 
State Rights, and groans unutterably at any at- 
tempt to confound the distinct spheres of the 
State governments and the federal government. 
And so, he contended for the right of Congress, 
the National Legislature, to impose duties on 
the State magistrates, thus completely con- 
founding federal and State powers! 

“This law” (of 1793) said Mr. V., “points out 
clearly the duties of such officers; yet we are 
now called upon to say that the obligation thas 
solemnly imposed shall not be binding. We 
are asked to place ourselves in an antagonist 
position to the Federai Government.” 

You were asked to do no sueh thing, sir.— 
The Constitution of the United States never 
made it your duty, or the duty of your State 
constables or magistrates to lay hands on a fu- 
gitive, or to have any thing to do with him — 
It never empowered the Congress to pass a law 
imposing such a duty, The law in this respect 
at least wasa clear usurpation. And the Su- 
preme Court of the Union decided that thus far 
it was not bin®ing. We prefer its decision to 
the decisigy, of Mr. V. He says it is binding in 
this resPect—the Supreme Court says it is not. 
Of crurse, Mr. V. to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, it cannot be taking an antagonistic posi- 
tion to the Federal Government, when the 
State Government forbids its officers to do what 
the former, according tothe Supreme Court, 
has no power to bind them to do. 

Enough of this. The vote was taken on the 
motion to postpone indefinitely—that is, to kill 
the measure, and it stood, yeas 42, nays 16.— 
Whether the nays were all Whigs, we cannot 
say—but, it is immaterial, since the whole 
number of -negative votes did not amount to 
one half of the Whig members.

Where too are those conclusive evidences of 
the sound abolitionism of Mr. Bebb? Will it 
not tell us?

The Gazette and the Enquirer,

Not patriotic enough to res- 
pect human law; not unselfish enough to set 
the hearts and homes of dependent relatives 
abaxe a wretched lust faethe praise of “men of 
chivalry;” not great-minded enough to obey 
their own consciences rather than yield them- 
selves like slaves to the mandate of a lying 
code of “honor;” not exalted enought to prefer 
the smile of God to the incense of fools; they 
stoop to make themselves a spectacle at which 
angels weep, and devils laugh in loathing de- 
rision. 

A Principle, | 
The Cincinnati Gazette has the following: 
“1. What are the present Corn Laws? 
“A monopoly for the benefit of land holders. 
Some thirty thousand souls own the landed es- 
tates of Great Britain. ‘To help and sustain 
them, these Corn Laws were established; for, 
as enough grain is not raised to supply the 
home demand, every shilling duty put upon 
foreign Wheat is a bounty to these landed pro- 
prietors, and a tax upon the consumer.” 
Yhis paragraph contains a certain principle. 
Will the Gazette adhere to it in all cases? Let 
us illustrate. 
What is the tariff on Sugar? . 
A monopoly for the benefit of Sugar planters. 
Some nine thousand souls own the Sugar es- 
To help and sustain them, 
this tariff was established; for, as enough Su- 
garis not raised to supply the home demand, 
every cent duty put upon foreign Sugar is a 
bounty to these Sugar planters, and a tax upon 
the consumer. 
Will the Gazette deny this? The Sugar es- 
tates of this country do not raise Sugar enough 
for two-thirds of the consumption. Our for- 
eign import of the article averages in value 
yearly from five to seven millions of dollars.— 
The value of Sugar imported in 1845 was $4,- 
780,720, on which the duties paid amounted to 
$2,988,235. This duty of course determines 
the price of the article, consumed, whether of 
home or foreign growth. The Sager of Louisi- 
ana is raised in price accordingly, so that if we 
set down $7,000,000 annually as the tax paid 
for the benefit of the few thousand Sugar 
planters in Lonisimna, we shall not be far out 
of the way. , 
And yet, this tax is imposed by the co-oper- 


tates of Louisiana. 


Has the Gazette ever protested against it? It 
thinks the tax on the consumers of England for 
the benefit of the thirty thonsand landholders, 
most grievously oppressive, and yet supports, 
aye, supports, the equally grievous tax on the 
consumer of this country for the benefit of, say, 
nine thousand Sugur planters!

‘ Sir Robert Peel and his Project, 

It seems to be generally taken for granted 
that the project of Sir Robert Peel will be cer- 
tainly sustained by Parliament. We sincerely 
hope it may be carried, but it will encounter 
u desperate opposition, Retaining as it does 
discrimination in regard to free-labor and slave- 
labor sugars, and postponing the repeal of the 
Corn Law for three years, it may fail to secure 
inthe Commons the united support of the free 
traders, and pass by a very small majority.— 
Should this be the case, it is by no means very 
improbable that it may be lost altogether in 
the House of Lords. Hitherto Pecl has been 
regarded as the only sufe statesman for the 
aristocratic interests. ‘Ihe reductions he ef- 
fected in the Tariff in 1842 were submitted to 
by the Lords, because while they touched no 
vital interest of theirs, he was still infinitely 
to be preferred to the Whig leaders. But, now 
that he boldly proposes to terminate the whole 
system of proteetion to Agriculture, a-system 
identified in their estimation to ty 
with their peculiar prerogatives 
their support.

jority in that House, may embolden them to 
put a veto upon it, and compel the Premier to 
appeal to the country.

China and England, 

England seems disposed to play a most un 
fair game with China, in still retaining Chu- 
san. The Chinese have faithfully fulfilled all 
the stipulations of the treaty obligatory upon 
them, and Chusan ought, therefore, according 
to treaty, to have been given up. Buat,the Bri- 
tish still retain it, in the hope, it would seem, 
of extorting further concessions, The New 
York Commercial Advertiser by a Jate arrival 
has Hong Kong papers to the 27th November. 
The Register of November 18th, says: 

“We have already stated our conviction that, 
by the exercise of a prudent degree of firmness 
on our side, all reasonable concessions will be 
procured from the Imperial Government, and 
that the refusal of these would afford just 
grounds for postponing the withdrawal of our 
forces from Chusan. We should, however, re- 
gret it much should such measures be found ne- 
cessary. lLlowever just the further retention

The extraordinary exertion made 
use of by our General Assembly, to shield and 
protect from exposure one of the most wicked 
abominations that ever existed in the Church 
in any age of the world, by striving to make it 
accord with that blessed gospel delivered by 
Him who spake as never maa spake, and whose 
every preceptand example cuts directly through 
the heart of slavery in all its forms; and 2d, by, 
striving with the utmost ingonsistency (to use 
no harsher term) to make the blessed Savior 
and his apostles the silent approvers, conniver's, 
and sustainers, of a systcu, which is utterly 
condemned by the law of G@d, and contrary to 
every principle of right and justice, 

“3 Resolved, That the reports and doings of 
our Synodical Assemblies on the minutes of the 
G neral Assembly on the dubject of Slavery, 
(with very few exceptions) have been of the 
same character as that of jhe last Assembly, 
and although the Synod of Wheeling, in whose 
bounds we are, were petiBoned in the most

Sec. 2. No broker or incorporated company in 
this State, shall, either directly or indirectly, pay 
out, or Otherwise circulate or cause to be circulat- 
ed, any note or notes issued by any bank or bank- 
ing company out of this State, of any denomina- 
tion less than five dollars, nor any note issued by 
any bank or banking company out of this State, 
which the broker or compuny so paying out, or 
giving circulation to, is notat the same time re- 
ceiving, on deposits, or in the payment of debts, as 
of equal value with gold and silver coin, under the 
penalty of $100 for every such offence: provided, 
that nothing in this section contained shall be so 
construed as to preveni any broker or incorporated 
company from selling any depreciated bank notes 
in its possession, and which such broker or com- 
pany shall have received at par, te any person or 
persons, fur the purpose of obtuining payment 
thereof from the bank or banking company which 
issued the same, or from any person or company 
that may be liable for such payment. 

Sec. 3. All penalties imposed by this act shall 
be received and paid over for the use of the State, 
in the manner prescribed by the act to prohibit un- 
authorised banking and the circulation of unau- 
thorised bank paper, passed March 12, 1845. 

Sec. 4. All persons dealing in exchange, or who 
keep an office for the lending of money, shall be 
deemed and taken as brokers within the meaning 
of this act. 

Sec. 5. It shall not be lawful for any person ap- 
pointed by the court to redeem the outstanding 
notes of any bank whose assets have been, or shall 
be placed in the hands of receivers, pursuant to 
the provisions of any law of this State, or who 
shall have in any way undertaken or become bound 
to receive sucli outstanding notes, or the outstand- 
ing notes of any bank whose charters shall have 
expired, or whose right to issue notes for circula- 
tion shall have ceased, either by himseli or by his 
agent, or any person or persons, company or com- 
panies, to pay out, loan, give in exchange for other 
money, in any way whatever put in circulation any 
such notes, or to take any measures, or to procure 
to be taken any measures to prevent such notes 
from being presented for redemption, and any per- 
son who shalt violate any of the provisions of this 
section, shall forfeit and pay to the State of Ohio, 
for every such offence, not less than fifty nor more 
than two hundred dollars, at the discretion of the 
court. with costs of suit, to be recovered in an ac- 
tion ofdebt, to be prosecuted and collected by the 
p osecuting attorney of the proper county, and by 
him paid into the treasury of the proper county, 
for the use of the State. ;

I used one word stronger than the occasion war- 
ranted, and that was ‘proposition.’ The determi- 
nation of the Cabinet did not take that precise 
form, but it did take, what in substance was the 
same thing. A communication was transmit- 
ted to Mr. McLane after that conference, di- 
recting him to intimate tothe Earl of Aber- 
deen, what terms the United States wouldagree 
to accept, under the expectation of eliciting an 
offer trom him on that basis, or of presenting 
one to his government, it first being understood 
to be acceptable. It does seem to me, a small 
species of pettifogging, to found a contradiction 
upon such premises.”

He is from the 
mecting cut off from the body, on account of 
its anti-slavery action. Soon after the meeting 
became quict, he commenced speaking, and 
stood upon his feet nearly two hours. His dis- 
course Was directed against the popular theolo- 
gy of the land, he pronouncing it infidel to the 
laws of God. His testimony against slavery 
was bold and uncompromising. It was in this 
meeting that S.S. Foster was mobbed some 
nine months since. On the present occasion, 
silence reigned through the vast assembly, 
while more severe things were uttered than Fos- 
ter thought of In the second mecting, the 
subject was followed up by a series of radical 
addresses from sone of our own members. It 
was indeed a good day for liberty. 

At the Caln quarterly mecting, Joseph was 
even more eloquent for the slave than at tk 
Grove. His rebuke of theSociety, for its timt- 
serving spirit in closing the duors of its meet- 
ing-houses against the Garrisons and Burleighs, 
who are pleading for the overthrow of the exe- 
erable system, approach moral sublimity. I 
have heard him before, but never with such 
power and boldness as on these occasions. Af.- 
ter all this, the meeting “read his certificate, 
and sent it into the women’s meeting, 

A proposition from Lindley Coates was made, 
to appoint a committee on the subject of slave- 
ty, Which was done, If the Socicty had more 
such faithful sentinels as Lucretia Mott and J. 
A. Dugdale, it would be the means of rousing 
it from its criminal quiet, when the testimony 
of truth onght to be spoken out with trumpet- 
tongued notes.

Campaign Paper—A Prepesition. 

It has always been our object to make the 
Philanthropist a representative and an advocate 
of the Anti-Slavery movement, and not the or- 
gan of any particular section of it. While, 
therefore, we have puid due attention to the 
Liberty Party, to the formation of which in 
this State we gave the ree impalec. wo have 
never lost sight of our higher object,—tie ex- 
hibition of Anti-Slavery principles, facts and 
measures, in such a way as to convince appo- 
nents inthe free States and Slaveholders,— 
Hence, our paper has been occupied less with 
communications, and the reports of the pro- 
ceedings of mectings, and notices of the pro- 
gress of the cause, than with the discussion of 
Principles and presentation of Facts and Sta- 
tistics bearing upon the question of Slayery 
generally. 

There are seasons, however, when it becomes 
a duty to devote more than ordinary attention 
to the machinery of organized Anti-Slavery 
sentiment. For example, during the pendency 
of an important election, no man who valucs 
the Liberty movement as a great instrument- 
ality against Slavery, can fuil to sce that it is 
his duty to give it more than ordinary promi- 
nence in his scheme of efforts. 

The present stage of the Liberty movement 
in Ohio we regard asa crisis of commanding in- 
terest. From the year 1840, the Liberty Party 
increased annually at a fair rate until the Pres- 
idential election in 1844, But its vote in the 
October election of 1845 showed little or no in- 
crease over the Presidential vote. Now, let 
every man bear in mind, that a new politica 
party must increase or decrease. Stand still, it 

cannot. You may hold.men together in moral 
association, without any perceptible increase, 
by the force of high moral considerations, but 
a reform political party, whtch, howeyer pure 
its principles and objects, neccessarily embraces 
many who are governed chiefly by party con- 
siderations, lives by its increase, ‘no less than 
by the force of its principles. : 

When we consider therefore, that the guber- 
patorial canvass of 1846 is to test the efficiency 
of the Liberty movement in this State, and, ac- 
cording fo ifs results, will settle with multitudes

Liberty. 

Dr. Battey:—The love of jiberty glows in the 
bosom of every human being. This is obvious 
from the fact that all persons desire to be free. 
It is not only so with individuals, but it is so 
with nations. How many attempts have been 
made by different governments, to secure those 
rights and privileges which justly belong to the 
human race. When they have been unsuce- 
cessful in cflecting a reyolution in matters per- 
taining to human rights, many have preferred 
exile and even death to oppression. ‘This may, 
in some degree, be illustrated in the case of our 
forefathers. When they found that they could 
iot enjoy religious freedom in theiy mother 
country, they gladly forsook the endearments 
of friends and kindred, and braved the dangers 
of the ocean, with the fond hope of being per- 
mitted to enjoy those inestimable privileges, 
which they sobighly esteemed, on Colymbia’s 
shores, In or@ér to be freed from tyranny and 
oppression, they were willing to seek anasylum 
in this wildernc’s land. No doubt they were 
aware @fethe sufferings and privations which 
they must Necessarily mect. Byt the love 
of liberty induced them to encounter per- 
ils and dangers. Still they were happy so 
long asthey enjoy the rights of human free- 
dow, But they became unhappy as soon 
as those yights were taken from them in any 
degree. Yes, when Britain enforced her rig- 
orous laws upon them, they felt that they 
were unjustly injured. And to submit to 
these injuries was more than they coyld endyre, 
They, therefore, made an att.mpt, a hold qt- 
tempt, tosecure those blessings to which they 
were legally entitled. They went forth to the 
field of battle, determined, if possible, to break 
the chains of oppression. Tiiey fought valiapt- 
ly for their liberties, till they achieved a glo- 
rious yictory. But, Q! how much blood was 
=pilt, how many Tivtsweresacrificed, how muny 
tears were shed, how much suffering was e@ij- 
dured! Ah! what stimulated them to do thus? 
‘The love of liberty: If they could not procyre 
this rich and glorious boon, they were ready ta 
fall by the hand of their enemies. But they 
were successful. They secured that which they 
had so long desired. They gloried in their pros- 
erie 2 

Bul there isanother consideration. Did they 
kuow what their liberties cost? Most certain- 
ly. Did they know-how to appreciate the 
blessjngs of liberty? Yes. But the present as- 
pect of this country seems to speak otherwise. 
Although the Republic of the United States 
still professes to love the sound of liberty, yet 
it in all byponring. Am I wrong in making 
this assertion? If so, why does this naijon 
hold, perhaps, not less than three millions of 
her population in a state of the most abject sla- 
very? Is it because the colored people love 
slavery? No, Js it because they cannot take 
care of themselves? No. Is it because they 
are inhuman beings? No. It js becayse the 
white people have the power to enslave them. 
It is because the people of these United States 
are not disposed to obey the Seripture injanc- 
tion—“Therefore all things whatsoeyer ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye even 
s0 to them,” &c, Mat. 7: 12, 

American slivery is far worse than British 
oppression. Previous to the Revolutiqnary 
war, this country was subject toa Kingly gov- 
ernment—the government of Great Britain. 
But were the people of this country as a body, 
reduced to chattels, and bought and sold in mar- 
ket as merchandise? Were they prohibited by 
law from learning to read, and thus deprived 
of the knowledge of God’s law? Not by any 
means. Yet the slave is brought to this rtate. 
He is deprived cf almost every blessing caleu- 
lated to render life happy and comfortable 
How cruel, then, to hold him in the bondage of 
slavery. The inhuman masteralmost forgets 
that the colored man has feelings and sympa- 
thies like himself.’ He'searcely realizes his un- 
paralleled sufferings from day to day. If the 
slaveholder would wiah to contemplate the mis- 
erable condition of the slave, let him reverse 
the scene.’ Let him imagine himself in the 
same situation of the oppressed. Then he 
would feel how bitter is the pang of endless 
servitude. Then he woyld know that his lot 
was one of perfect misery. Then, with an 
aching heart, he would sigh for freedom and
